They state that Miss Jones was 
left with them by her father, who 
stated that her m other was dead. 
H e left his child and d isa ppea r­ 
ed, and never m ade any provision 
for her support, 
and since 
then 
they have at all times been ready to 
give her up to properly identified 
relatives or a legal guardian. 


Dr. J. C. H earne and wife, who 
are in jail at Palm y ra await’ng trial 
upon the charge of murdering A. J. 
Stillwell, the wealthy pork packer 
and first husband of NIrs. H earne, 
are taking their incarceration in a 
philosophical manner, and are m ak­ 
ing the best of the situation. 
As stated in y esterday 's D e m o ­ 


c r a t , Mrs. H earne occupies a cell 
in the w om an’s ward, on the sec­ 
ond floor, with Mrs. Virginia Todd, 
sister of Mrs. Annie Ingram , of Se 
dalia, and who is under indictm ent 
for the m urder of her daughter. 
Mrs. H earne has been in jail three 
nights now, but, according to Mrs. 
T od d ’s statem ent,she has slept well, 
and has been visited by no appari­ 
tions of her m urdered husband or 
the fatal ax, the sight of which has 
on several occasions caused her to 
faint. 
She is possessed of consid­ 
erable more nerve 
than she has 
been given credit for. 
M any 
have 
believed 
that 
she 
would weaken 
when she 
was a r­ 
rested and placed in jail, but so far 
she has given no evidence of w eak­ 
ening, although she paced the floor 
of the corridor y esterday , evidently 
in deep thought. 
Both prisoners 
refuse 
to say any thing about the 
m urder, and will see no one but 
their attorney s and relatives. 
Dr. H earne, while he takes his 
incarceration very quietly , does not 
display so m uch assurance as his 
wife. 
While Mrs. 
H earne tripped 
into her cell just as she would go to 
a bed room in her own house, the 
doctor 
staggered 
slightly 
as 
he 
crossed the threshold, and on the 
journey to Falmy ra,which was made 
by private convey ance, he requested 
the sheriff to allow him to carry a 
revolver. 
H e said that if he had to 
die he wanted to die game, 
evi­ 
dently fearing a mob. 
Yesterday he lold the other pris­ 
oners, who are m urderers and c om ­ 
mon thieves, that he was now one 
of them and wanted to be treated 
just like the rest. 
This statement 
did not 
prevent 
him from being 
tried by a kangaroo court on the 
charge of breaking into jail. 
Lie 
was convicted and fined $1, which 
he prom ptly paid. 
T he H earnes are treated just like 
ordinary prisoners, excepting that 
they receive their meals from a ho­ 
tel, and they were allowed to furnish 
their own beds and bedding. 
Col. 
N. C. D ry den, of St. Louis, arrived 
in H a nnibal from St. I..oins y ester­ 
day afternoon and went to Palmy ra 
in com pany with Col. R. E. A nd e r­ 
son, to hold a consultation with the 
H earnes.and agree upon a plan of 
defense. 
Dr. H earne has been quoted as 
say ing that he was willing lo be tried 
in M arion county , or w^ords to that 
effect, but he is now under arrest, 
and will be tried for his life, conse­ 
quently he will want to 
take no 
chances, and no doubt his attorney s 
will ask for a change of venue to 
some other county in the circuit, 
and possibly to some other circuit. 
T he change of 
venue law 
has 
been materially changed, 
l^ormer- 
ly it was only necessary to make 
affidavit that the defendant could 
not get justice either in the c om m u­ 
nity or the court.
